Opium in the Chain 

. Lockers. 


In Magistrate Orme'’s Court to- 
day the lodo-China Steam Navig- 
wtian Company, the agents for 
whom are Mesars, Jardine, Ma- 
theson aad Co, Erd.. were sum- 
moned for allowing their vessel, 
the Rum Sang, to ba used for the 
transport of opium. Mr. N, L. 
Smith conducted the casa for the 
Crown and defendants were re- 
presented by Mr. A. EE. Crew. 

it is a most mysterious case. 
Bath partie. w reagreed that it 
was impossible ‘o place the opium 
n the cbain lockyrs, where it was 
found, without removing tbe 
vhains, and for the defence it 
was contended that-the cables 
had not been removed since the 
ship was in dock undergoing her 
annual overhaul, in January, Mr. 
Crew calling several responsible 
aitnesses in supaort of that. 

Evidence of the finding of thr 
osium was yviven by Revenue 
Oticer Ward. He wenton board 
the Kum Sang oa July 9:h, and 
after the cobl shad been removed 
trom bath the starboarl and port 
chain lockers and after 
bottom boards bad baen removed, 
he discovered in. the starboard 
locker 40 baxs of raw opium, and 
in the port locker one 
containing four’ balls of raw 
op um and aS tael tin of prepared 
vpium and some more prepared 
opium Wra.ped in some leaves in 
a hole where the wood bad been 
cul aWary. 

Cross-examined, witness said to

There would be 
no was of putting the opiam in 
th~ locker othertuan by removing 
the cable. 

Mr. Crewe said the Indo-China 
steam Navigation Co. whose 
managers were Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson, were well-known in 
tne Far East sod bad been run- 
ning ships around the China coast 
fur 2great number of yeara and 
throughout that period it had 
been their one endeavour to sap- 
press stpuggling. At one stage 
they were even éssisting the 
ftoveroment financially to pus 
special searchers on their 
ships, but this was even- 
tually discontinued as it waa 
found that -they were no use, 
This ship was searched on July 
Sth two days before she came 
into Hongkong and a similar 
search took place before entering 
every port, these searches being 
turried out oy the ship's officers. 
The Company bad standing 


“tregulations which compelled that 


search. At theirown expense, they 
published and sent .to their own 
vessels, in Chinese und in Eng- 
lish, notices stating that a reward 
would be gtven for infurmation 
leading to the seizure of opium. 
These notices were posted up in 
various parts of the ship. Messrs 
Jerdine, Matheson, acting for the 
Indo-Cnina S.N. Co. had done 
eversthing in their powerand had 
been assisted by their officers to 
prevent smuygling. . The chief 
officer was in charge of the chain 
lockers and it was impossible to 
put the opium in them unless the 
lockers were empty. The chains 
each weighed a matter of sonte 
thirty tons and.one link weighed 
a matter of O7 lbs. There was 
only one period in each 
year when the chain lockers were 
empty aod that was during the 
ship’s.overhaul in Hongkong, in 
January. The chains were then 
ron.dut and the lockers wera 
scraped and painted, the work 
being done by the Dock Com- 
pany'’s men and the employees 
of tha Chinese contracter.. It 
was avery important point that 
it “was impossitle to ran 
out the whole of tho chain 
without everybody on the ship 
knowing al{ about it.. The only 
thiag he could suggest was that 
the opium was put where it was 
found when the ship was in dock.

The Magistrate (Mr Liodsell) 
asked defendant for an explanation 
wby compla:canta, who were mem.

Defendant replied that ho had 
received information that cum- 
plainants bad been bribed to give 
false testimony against bim, and 
each.of them was paid 310. He 
could preduce a witness to sub.

Defendant then bawled out the 
|pame of one of the sudience in 
Court. This individual proved to 
be the Treasurer of the Paints 
crapers’ Guild. Apart from the 
statement that he was employed 
by defendant as an overseer, this 
witnesa said nothing concerning 
the defendant or about tbe 
alleged bzibing of the two com 
plainants. 

Addressing the Court, Mr Leo 
Longinotte submitted that in view 
of the discrepancies of the wit 
nesses as to the-actual words used 
by defendant wheo he made the 
threat, his Worship sbould dis. 
chargo his clienz. Without wishing 
to cast. any. reflection on Chan 
Woon Kee, Mr Lenginatto ssid 
that it waa not unlikely that, feel- 
ing the effect of defendsaot’s com- 
peutins, Chan tried to get a rival 
in trouble. 

Mr Lindsell said ho was satisfied 
with ‘the prosecution's evidence 
aud sentenced ‘defendant to six 
weeks’ hard labour.

Revised Instructions to the’ 
Governor-General. 


The following revised instrn- 
roent of instructions to the 
Governor-General of India in 
consequenea of the passing of th. 
Government of [nda Act has 
been issued under the Royal Sign 
Mannal. Theso instruct.ons were 
given to tha Governor-General at 
Buckingham Palace an 15th 
March, 1921 -— 

The first four clauses ore form- 
al (5) And we do hereby an- 
thorise “»nd empower our said 
Governor-General in our name 
and on our bebalf to grant to any 
offender convicted in the exercise 
of its oriminal jurisd c-ion by any 
court of justice within our said 
territories a pardon aither agree 
or subject to suen fawfui condi- 
dons as to him may seem ft. 

(6) And inasmuch as the policy 
ef ovr Parliamant is set forth in 
the preamble to.the said Govern-

Secrecy Pledge Overruled by 
Judge. 


Is a doctor exempt from’ dis- 
closing in acvurt of law what 
happened between him and 
patient at clinio ? 

This question, which haa been 
raised before in one form or 
another, was discussed in the 


Divoree Court before Mer. Sustico|: 


Hotridge. 

During .the hearing of a hus- 
band’s petition, after the peti- 
tioner had given avidence, his 
counsel desired to call Dr. Jobn 
Elliott, af Chester. « 

Dr. Elliott, on entering the box, 
ssid he wlaimed the “ privilege” 
of doctar and patient, and asked 
to ba relieved of the necessity of 
wiving evidence. 

Mr. Justice Harrids @ said there 
wasnopiivtilege fir a dactoriaa 
court of law. fe ordered him to 
answer the questions, 

CONDITION OF 
r. Elliogt said 
medical men who: formed this 
patiicular clinic undertook the 
daties on the distinc: undarstand- 
ing that professional secrecy a» 
o what happened there would be 
observed and upheld bs the 
Misistry of Health. 

His. Lordship: -Iam sorry, ‘bot 
tho Ministry have no power 
affecting the jurisdiction of these 
Courts. 

Doctors ware, added the judge, 
aubject to the orders of the Court, 
and bad to disclose what they 
spew. 

Dr. Elliott said. hedid not deny 
his lurdsvip’s ruling, but he wish 
ed to point ont thar he was pl ced 
in a painful position. 

His Lordship: Can you show 
me any statute whicb will protect 
you 2—Witness replied that there 
was a regulation under the Public 
Health Acts. 

His’ Lordship Yes; Article 
sub-section 2; tbat may: bez very 
good regulation between your- 
-elves, but it has notbing to do 
with Shese f ourts. 

“4 SACKED PRINCEPLE.” 

Dr, Etliott said tbat patients 
treated at theclinic were nat re- 
ferred to by name, but only 
identified by a number, and the 
register was kept under lock and 
key. Hoe desired to. be pro- 
tected ogainst having to violate 
principles which the medical pro- 
fession were observing in these 
matters, 

His Lordship: These matter 
Bldo not affect the juri-diction of 
the King's Courts. 

Some medical men undertook 
these dutie , said the witness. 
Elsimply in the interests of the 
public, remarding it as a public 
‘uty to try to abate a terrible 
disease. 

He therefore again asked leave 
to rrotest against baying to 
wand up publicly and viola 
what was one of the earliess and 
most sacred principles of th: 
medical profession, ‘and one 
which the profession neld mus 
dear. .

lL. You are bound to obsers

Same months ago hr ameran 
papers prinied startling revela- 
tions of occurrences attending the 
military occupation of Haiti by 
the United States, They inolud- 
ed charges of barbarity against 
the American marines, and the - 
irdisoriminatealaughterofseveral 
thonsands of Hattie: a—oharges 
which the pblic was wholly dis- 
inclined to beliave and which Mr. 
Denby, the Seorevary of tho Navr. 
has lately characterised as “ rot” 

Ths most complete i inquiry that 
haa so far been mada into events 
iv Haiti during the past six years. 
ja tha wark af the dolemates to the 
United States or the Union Pat- 
riotique da’Haitl whose report, 
carefully documente!, has bean 

published in full as a supplemant 
|to the New York Nation. 

The presont trouble in Haiti 
goes back to 1914, when financial 
confusion and she threat. of re- 
solution provided the financial 
interysts in the United “tates 
withan excuse for intervention. 
To Joly, 1915, American marines 
were landed, and in the Septem- 
ber following a °° convention 
between Haiti and the United 
States was forced upon the 
Haitian Pr sident and the two 
Chambers. By this Act and the 
subsequent policy the Wilson 
Government made itself respon- 
aible for the virtual overthrow of 
the independence of the second 
oldest Nepublis in tha Western 
tlumisphere, statea-a correspond- 
ent dn the Waachester Guardian 

American officials appornted 
under the treary began to arrive 
at Port-au-Prince in the samner 
of 1916, and there followed a long 
and bitter struggle between them 
and the Haitian Government for 
the control of the tustoms and 
tLe general administration. . The 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies 
Had already been suppressed. 

The authors of the report (three 
in number) make no attempt to 
cover the events of the occupation 
whicb created the outcry in Amer- 
ica laat automn, but they putlish 
cames and dates of a large number 
of atrocities stated ta bave been 
established by the Naval Court 
of Inquiry set up by Mr. Daniels 
in October, 1920.

CHINA AND COAL. - 


We have tut lately printed extracts fronr the reports 
of the Commissioners of Customs ‘for such southern ‘ports 
as Canton, Wuchow, Kongmoon and Lappa and from them 
can be ascertained that. in spite er all the drawbacks of 
unsettled vonditions, Uhina’s trade continues to be Hourish- 
.ing. The vear 1920, far from giving cause for disappoint- 
ment, gives the tertain hope that if the country were well 
governed China's annual trade with the outside world 
would grow to an enormous extent. But there is one 
particular in which southern China is to be censored 
without qualification and that is the short-sighted policy of 
+ neglecting the vast mineral wealth nature has given to her. 
We speak. more particularly. in relation tu ceal. 

_ Within a comparatively few miles of Canton and 
‘syithin a few miles also of all the other stations we have 
mentioned above are coal fields of known richness. For the 
want of a little practical application. for the want of 
transportation facilities this gift is being almost entirely 
ignored. During 1920 there was more cual imported into 
southern China than there was in the previous year. ‘The 
Canton Cominissioner. in his report. savs :—" Foreign coal 

shows a falling of of 3.000 tons. or about two shiploads 
only, whereas Kaiping cual shows an increase uf nearly [0 
times that amount. Steamers have been cominy direct from 
Chinwangtao during the vear with vreater regularity, as 
Kaiping coal, formerly discharved in Hongkong. assumed 
a foreign status through transhipment. Consumption alse 
’. by steam-launches was somewhat reduced, owing to political 
troubles inland. and prices have remained normal. 
Considering that the province of Kwangtung is rich in 
coal deposits, the import of coal ought tu’ steadily 
decrease. not increase. under a capable vovernment.” 
Other Commissioners have had comments on the same sub- 
ject, all of which go to show that instead of encouraging 
the development of locally produced coal the Chinese pre- 
fer to buy the dearer but ready-to-hand imported stuff.

ON THE WATERFRONT. 


Passport Modification 
Asked For. 


Through the Hangskong Gener- 
al Chamber of Commerce the 
local steamship companies en- 
gaged in overseas passenger trade 

‘brave asked the Governments to 
sanction a modification of the 
present Passport tegulations, 
which require the examination of 

- passengers” passports on vessels 
at the hour of both enteridg and 
leaving the port. The. Govern- 
ment was addressed in the matter 
Tast week. : 

Inasking the withdrawal of the 
regulations ‘the shipping com- 
panies stated that the sighting of 
passports by the police officers 
tends to delay the discharge of 
vessels immediately upon arrival. 
In the case of outward bound 
steamers, particularly passenger 
and mail vessels running on 
limited time schedules, their de- 
parture are frequently later than 
the adyertised hour of sailings 
due to examination of passports 
‘takirg up go much time [fF the 
regulations governing the check- 

- ing of passports on both incoming 
and outgoing vessels at the hour 
of arrival and sailing cannot be 
repealed completely, it has been 
urged that the system be changed 
in respect to examination at the 
hour of satling. as it is then that 
the most serious delay is ex- 
perienced. 

. In the letter requesting the 
abolition of the regulations, in so 
far asthey affect the early dis- 
charge of cargo and the sailing of 
steamers on time, the sh:pping 
companies expressed their great 
appreciation to the Government 
of the way in which the Police 


department carried out its duties |; 


and the consideration shown by 
its officers under difficult and 
trying circumstances. 

More Mooring Buoys. 

Within another ten days, it is 
expected that the laying of the 
additiona} mooring buoys ordered 
afew months ago will be com- 
pated. There will thea be buoys 
to accommedate 57 vessels in the 
harbour to say nothing of the 
berths at the jetties at Hongkong 

“and at the docks of the two larga 
wharf companies at Ko'vloon. 

Altogether six dew buoys are 
being put down in the centre of 
the harbour and at Wanchai. 
The work was started two months 
ago and so far three buoys 
are in position, They are in 
mid-stream and two of them are 
class 4 and one class B. The 
remainiog three, which are of the 
B type, will be fired at Wanchai. 
The buoys are of local manu- 
facture, three having been turned 
out at the Taikoo dock and three 
by a Chinese firm, Kwong Hip 
Lung. Most.of the gear and fit- 
tings have been supplied by them 
too. The first buoys were slow 
in com‘ng forward, but now that 
the work of making them is al-, 
most finished it will be only a 
little over’ a week ~before 
“they are set in position. 
When the work bes been carried 
out the mooring facilities 
will be of the following classes:— 
A type buoys, 13; B, 19; and C, 
24, and one Admiralty buoy, 
making a total of 57.

“Grave Development in 
Central China, 


Gen. Yi Yao-jen has, says the 
Cento: Times, telegraphed the 
legal Goveromens at Canton of 
his acceptance of the appointment: 
conferred upon him by the Gor- 
erament as Commander-in-Chief 
of the province of Shensi. 

Shensi is a province in the nor- 
thern part of China and naturally 
under the influence of the illegal 
Government at Peking. That this 
province should throw off the 
yoke ofthe Peking Government 
and join the Government at Can- 
ton by accepting the appoiotment 
and obeying its orders, is sufficient 
proof that not allthe provinces 
in the’ north are loyal to the 
Peking Governmen: and it is 
only a matter of time that they 
will finally come under the 
Government at Canton when the 
Opportune moment arrives. 

The threatening war between 
the troops of Tuchun Wang Chan 
Yuan of Hupeb and the combined 
forces of Hunan and Szechuen 
provinces will be a test of the 


ment according to the Tuckuo 
who in a telegram to the 
Peking Government declares that 
tbe fall of his province will mean 
the collapse of the military rule 
in Peking. Tuochan Wang also 
informed the Peking Government 
that the loss of the province isa 
small matter to him personally 
bot it is regrettable that the whole 
military machine of the northern 
militarists should end so in- 
gloriously. 

When Hupeh is lost to these 
two southern provinces, the in- 
fluence and authority of the legal 
Government at Canton will be in- 
creased and extended to the whole 
central part of China.

LOSS ON RAILWAYS IN KOREA. 

With regard to the busingss 
condition of the Korean Railways 
for last fiscal year, an official in 
the Seoul Office of the S.M.R. 
Company states thar, an account 
of the activity of the transport 
business cue. to the general econ- 
omic depression, the receipts of 
the companys during the period 
have shown a considerable 
decrease, resulting in a loss of 
over Yen 1,000,000. When the 
eatiniates for last fiscal year were 
drawn up by the company, the 
tralsport business wasn moss 
prosperous and nobods expe ected 
such & sudden sdvent of Gnancisl 
depression us overtook the Empire 
last year. Asa coatter of fact, 
with the idea of making good the 
shortage the Company revised 
the freight tariff in June iast 
sear. the eceuomic depression, 
however, had already se3 in at 
the time and receipts. witnessed 
a matked decrease. To ‘make 
matters worse, the transport 
business suffered a heavy bow 
through the great flood and the 
prevalence of cholera throughout 
the peninsula. To cope with the 
situation, the managment did 
everything possible tocurtail with 
the result that fuel alone showed 
a decrease by Yeu 780,000. Since 
the Korean’ Railways came into 
the hands of the S.M.R. Company 
four years bave elapsed, and 
though the Company realized a 
net profit of nearly two million 
yen for each of the first two years, . 
that money had been invested in 
the railway undértakingin Korea. 

Tho last two years the Com- 
pany suffered a loss of Yen 1,850,- 
000 in all and was obliged to 
make good that amount by a 
subsidy from the Tairen Office. 
{In connexion with the above is 
is understood thar the business 
prospects of the Korean Railways 
for the cureent year show litsle 
irr proverneot and rurdonr is afloat 
tbat further economy will be 
effected bya great reduction in 
the number of employees.
